Bagdad Is glorious only by refllectinn 
from the past. The houses of the pres­ 
ent town ure crude constructions of 
brick, mostly from ancient ruins and 
adobe; living Is primitive; sanitation 
Is non-existent; the streets or rather 
lunes, so narrow at times that one 
beast of burden fills the whole space 
from blank wall to.b lank wall, are 
sewers ami rubbish heaps, and the res­ 
ervoir for wafer supply is the Tigris 
river, which divides the city Into two 
parts, just where all the filth of the 
city’s lunes pours Into it.

From Six to Eight Weeks, It is Not 
Fatal— Little of Value Is Known of 
Ailment and

Causes It. 


A scientific investigation of “trench 
fever,” the disease which Is causing an 
alarming wastage of man power in 
the armies, In being conducted by the 
American Red Cross through medical 
officers of th** American expeditionary 
force at a British bas** hospital. 
Sixty enlisted men, all New Eng­ 
landers, of th** United States sani­ 
tary corps volunteered as subjects for 
experimentation. These men ar** serv­ 
ing In detachments either us hosts to 
normal or Infected laxly insects or 
have received injections of blood taken 
from soldiers known to be suffering 
from french fever. 
Trench fever was unknown to the 
medical profession before the pres­ 
ent war, nnd th<*r«* Is still little Infor­ 
mation of value In regard to It; the 
microscope has not yet detected the 
organism which muses It. But among 
th** British troops at the front It Is 
at th** hem! of all the fevers and is 
second In the list of those which cause 
th** greatest wastage.

almost one-third of all the sickness in 
some cif the armies In the field in 
northern France.
